DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed on 1 1/22/2010 is acknowledged and has been accepted by 
the Examiner. The applicant has cancelled claims 2, 4-5, 12, 14 and 18-23. Claims 1, 3, 6-11, 
13, 15-17 and 24-26 are currently pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 6-11, 13, 15-17 and 24-26 are allowable. 

3. Claims 1 and 1 1 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a security element comprising at least one liquid crystalline 
material formed by lyotropic liquid crystal applied over a metal layer with information formed 
by gaps or is provided with a metal layer having information formed by gaps, above the 
crystalline material, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1 and 1 1 
respectively. 

4. Claims 3, 6-10, 13, 15-17 and 24-26 are allowable because they are dependent on claim 1 
or claim 11 or an intermediate claim.
